Foundations 
cf 
Great 
Structures Are Built. 
The foundations for the great steel 
structures are built by means of cais­ 
sons iu which the men can work under 
a great pressure of air. 
It is a very 
interesting sight to watch them, and 
the best of it Is that any one may set. 
them at close range from an adjoining 
sidewalk. The caisson is a hollow steel 
cylinder open at the bottom and just 
large enough to permit a man to work. 
The workman climbs down a ladder in 
this tube and digs away the earth at 
the bottom. 
Aa tho earth is taken 
away the steel tube is gradually low- 1 
ered. 
The earth is taken (-ut by a 
bucket, which is lowered 
cd raised by 
a tall derrick at one side. 
As tho 
caisson sinks, air is pumped into the 
compartment containing the man. This 
is to force back any water or dirt that 
might till the hole from the outside as 
fast as the workman removes it from 
within. The pressure of this air is of­ 
ten so great that a man can work but 
au hour or so at a time. 
At the top 
of the caisson is a steel cylinder with 
an air tight door at either end. which 
serves as a kind of vestibule to the 
tube below. 
When one of the caisson workers 
starts to go to work he opens the door 
or lid at the top and climbs in, when 
the opening is once more tightly clos 
ed. 
This door or lid is air tight. 
Aft­ 
er the opening to the outer air has 
been closed the workman opens the 
door at the bottom of this steel com­ 
partment and lets in compressed air 
from the caisson below. 
It take* a 
few minutes to become accustomed to 
breathing this 
atmosphere, 
for 
th*’ 
heavy air makes the head ring. 
A - 
soon as the workman can do so he 
climbs down Into ibe funnel below, 
closing the lower door of the steel 
anteroom as he does so. 
All this must 
be done in tile dark. 
If the workman 
wishes to signal the outer world he 
may do so by striking the steel sides 
of his narrow prison with his shovel. 
n e usually signals in this way when 
the bucket is to be raised or lowered.— 
Frances Arnold Collins in St. Nicholas

T ne first order directed 
that 2,OOO pounds of hard bread be 
shipped to Gettysburg, S. D., and 
subsequent orders have followed. Al- 
j together about 15,000 
pounds 
of 
hard bread, or hardtack, have been 
shipped, aud it is likely that more 
.vin be consigned in case the Sec- 
! ond cavalry remains in the field for 
any length of time. 
Headquarter* of Troops. 
At present the twelve troops of 
the Second cavalry, under command 
of Col. West, are encamped at Thun­ 
der Butte. 
This is about 
eighty 
miles northwest of

Cheyenne 
agency and a few miles to the north 
ut the Moreau river. 
The Cheyenne 
agency is situated f if (eau miles west 
of Gettysburg, at which point
